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IN THE CLAIMS 

17. (Currently Amended) A method comprising: 

, converting a firame of analog image data to a frame of digital image data; 
capturing the frame of digital image data; 

converting subsequent frames of analog image data to frames of digital image 

data; 

comparing pixel data of the converted subsequent frames to pixel data of the 
captured frame to identify a converted subsequent frame having pixel data that differs 
from the pixel data of the captured frame by a threshold amoimt; 

ci^turing the identified frame; rad 

sending the captured frames to a display objec t, wh e rein th e non captur e d fram e s 
Qf odisoordod : and 

eliminating frames having pixel data that fail to differ from the pixel data of the 
captured frame by more than the threshold amount . 

1 8. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 17 wherein the threshold 
amount is selected to maintain phase noise below a threshold. 

1 9. * (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 7 wherein comparing the 
pixel data of the converted subsequent frames to the pixel data of the captured frame 
comprises comparing a numerical value for each color of each pixel. 
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20. (Previously Preseated) The method of claim 1 9 wherein identifying a 
cxjnverted subsequent frame whose pixel data differs from the pixel data of the captured 
frame by a threshold amount comprises identifying a converted subsequent frame where a 
numerical difference between the values of each color of the converted subsequent frame 
and the valu^ of each color of the captured frame exceeds a selected numerical value. 

21 . (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 9 wherein the color for each 
pixel comprises red, green, and blue.

23. (Currently Amended) An article of manufacture comprising a machine 
accessible medium having content that when accessed provides instrxictions to cause an 
electronic system to: 

convert a frame of analog image data to a frame of digital image dat^ 
cq)ture the frame of digital image data; 

convert subsequent frames of analog image data to frames of digital image data; 

compare pixel data of the converted subsequent fi'ames to pixel data of the 
captured frame to identify a converted subsequent frame having pixel data that differs 
from the pixel data of the captured frame by a threshold amount; 

capture the identified frame; asd 

send the captured frames to a display objec t, wherein th e non - captur e d frames ar e 
diooardcd : and 
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eliTninate frames having pixel data that fail to differ from the pixel data of the 
captured frame bv more than the threshold amount 

24. (Previously Presented) The article of manufecture of claim 23 wherein the 
threshold amount is selected to maintain phase noise below a threshold. 

25. (Previously Presented) The article ofmanufactureofclaim 23 wherein the 
content to provide instructions to ciuse the electronic system to compare the pixel data of 
the converted subsequent frames to the pixel data of the captured frame comprises the 
content to provide instructions to cause the electronic system to compare a numerical 
value for each color of each pixel. 

26. (Previously Presented) The article of manufacture of claim 25 wherein the 
content to provide instructions to cause the electronic system to identify a converted 
subsequent frame whose pixel data differs from the pixel data of the captured frame by a 
threshold amount comprises the content to provide instructions to cause the electronic 
system to identify a converted subsequent fi^ame where a numerical difference between 
the values of each color of the converted subsequent frame and the values of each color 
of the c£^>tured frame exceeds a selected numerical value. 

27. (Previously Presented) The article of manufacture of claim 25 wherein the 
color for each pixel comprises red, green, and blue. 
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28. (Canceled) 

29. (Currently Amraded) An apparatus comprising: 

a frame conversion unit to convert frames of analog image data to frames of 
digital image data; 

a bxiffer coupled with fbe frame conversion unit to store a frame of digital image 
data and subsequent converted frames; 

a processor coupled with the buffer to compare pixel data of the frame of digital 
image data and pixel data from the subsequent converted frames to identify a subsequMt 
converted frame having pixel data that differs from the pixel data of the frame of digital 
image data by a threshold amount; and 

a transmission unit to send the frame of digital image data and the identified 
frame to a display objec t, wherein subsequent converted frames having pixel data that fail 
to differ from the pixel data of the frame of digital image data by more than the threshold 
amount are eliminated . 

30. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 29 wherein the threshold 
amount is selected to maintain phase noise below a threshold. 

3 1 . (E*reviously Presented) The apparatus of claim 29 wherein the processor 
compares pixel data comprises the processor to compare a numerical value for each color 
of each pixel 
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32. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 3 1 wherein the processor 
to identify subsequent converted frame whose pixel data dififers from the pixel data of the 
frame of digital image data by a thireshold amount contprises the processor to identify a 
subsequent converted frame where a numerical difference between the values of each 
color of the subsequent converted frame and the values of each color of the frame of 
digital image data exceeds a selected numerical value, 

33. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 31 wherein the color for 
each pixel comprises red, green, and blue. 
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
